—  That  a  public  affairs  committee,  consisting  of  well- 
informed  persons,  liandle  affairs  that  are  of  current  inter¬ 
est  on  campus,  that  they  set  up  public  meetings  to  inform, 
not  to  protest. 

—  That  to  help  insure  better  communication  and  interest 
between  the  student  government  and  the  student  body,  the 
senate  involve  as  many  students  as  possible,  not  just  senate 
members,  in  senate  activities. 

—  That  to  improve  communication  between  the  senate, 
student  body,  and  faculty,  a  luncheon  or  meeting  or  coffee 
hour  be  held. 

—  That  the  student  body  president  have  had  experience  on 
the  senate,  that  he  have  held  an  office  in  some  organiza-. 
tion,  that  the  candidates  debate  before  the  student  body  and 
participate  in  a  question-answer  session. 

—  That  problems  dealt  with  by  student  governments  in¬ 
clude  communication,  disinterest  of  students  with  student 
government,  academic  standards,  cheating,  finances, 
course  evaluations,  controls  over  dress,  the  campus  news¬ 
paper,  a  cut  policy,  compulsory  events,  student  courts, 
di'inking  rules,  dormitory  hours,  student  academic  freedom, 
and  student  orientation. 

At  the  next  meeUng  of  the  KCRCHE  students’  committee, 
scheduled  for  the  last  ,  week  in  April,  delegates  will  continue 
discussing  student  goveimment  as  well  as  orientation  programs. 
The  delegates  also  will  excliange  handbooks  and  constitutions

derivative  '  used  for  emergency  shock  treatment. 

In  the  camp  hospital,  it  is  found  that  the  soltlicr  has 
received  a  bullet  wound  in  the  stomach,  is  in  a  state  of 
shock,  and  has  lost  a  lot  of  blood.  He  is  prepared  for  an 
Operation  and  his  type  of  blood  is  administered  to  him. 

This  has  been  duplicated  many  times  in  Viet  Nam  .  .  . 
Students  at  home  often  ask:  “What  can  I  do  to  aid  the 
naen  in  Viet  Nam?  What  can  I  do  to  mitigate  the  suffering 
throughout  the  world?  What  can  I  do  for  LIFE?” 

On  Apr,  28  a  Red  Cross  blood  drive  will  be  conducted  on 
campus.  ‘The  240  pints  of  blOod  taken  that  day  will  be 
used  by  the  Defense  Department  in  Viet  Nam  for  blood 
.transfusions  and  blood  derivative  uses. 

Coordinated  by  the  Wesley  Foundation  with  expected 
assistance  of  every  organization  and  person  on  campus, 
the  drive  should  be  successful  if  over  1,000  students  and 
faculty  members  sign  up  to  give  blood.  If  this  is  the  case, 
our  campus  can  peUtion  for  a  larger  two-to-three  day 
drive  next  fall. 

Warrensburg  planned  to  have  a  two-day  blood  drive  in 
early  February,  but  response  was  so  great  that  they  bad 
a  three-day  drive  with  over  800  students  giving  blood.  We 
believe  we  have  as  much  interest  in  this  cqiise  as  War- 
rensburg. 

Student  apathy  should  not  be  condoned  in  this  case  be¬ 
cause  a  person  is  against  our  country’s  policy  in  Viet  Nam. 
The  point  is  that  the  blood  is  used  to  save  lives. 

Those  18  to  21  years  of  age  must  have  their  parents’ 
signatures  on  release  which  may  be  acquired  from  the 
Missourian  office,  the  main  bulletin  boards  in  Golden  Hall
